Washington, Ang. IO.—Tho situation 
in Colombia and Venezuela continues to 
occupy much of the attention of official a 
here and while it was not felt that af­ 
fairs had reached a serious aspect, yet it 
was appreciated that both the official 
I aud unofficial advices indicated a condi- 
’ tion of affairs which might moan war 
I between Columbia and Venezuela com- 
| plicated by revolutionary outbreaks in 
both countries. 
The state department Friday received 
mail communication from Consul Gen­ 
eral (Judger at Panama and though this 
was dated nearly a month ago it told 
j of the landing of a revolutionary expe- 
| dition and expressed the current belief 
i held at Panama that this woald bo fol­ 
lowed by other expressions. The de- 
! partmeut also received a letter from 
| J 
Edward Simmons, of New York, 
I president of the Panama Railway com­ 
pany, confirming his communication of 
Friday relative to the trouble on the 
isthmus and stating that the superin­ 
tendent of the road had advised him as 
to the depredations of an insurgent 
band which did not number, however, 
much over 50 men. 
The more serious asport of the matter 
was presented in the press dispatches 
from Willemstad stating that the Co­ 
lombians again had invaded Venezuela. 
There was no official confirmation as to 
this, but if it should prove correot, j 
there seems little chance of avoiding an 
open conflict between these two couu- ! 
tries as such an invasion by Colombia 
would in itself ba an act of war. 
At the navy department it was de-

Wisconsin down to San Diego, Cai , in 
case the desirability of that move be- \ 
came evident by the time she reached I 
San Francisco and the state department 
was so advised.
